Mr. DeCoamos ilouiea that bo hnwlioil

Before 
the Koyal Commiaaipnjt waa firovedj^t 
Mr. DeCosmoa, who y^aa then Pramier-of 
the PcoxiDoe, mods one* of the flrat party 
that visitod ttia jnuie,- in Auguf t> 1873, 
toitakfl it ^»rthftt.pri^"°808 ,were>xt#ndr 
ecl'tp tl^iitiparty to a'eonre the mine that 
•wbre dflbiea to other companiea; and that 
he (Mr. DeCosmoB) undertook to soli the 
mine ia London for SiJ50,000 for a com- 
mission of 20 per cent. There is abun- 
dnnt evidenco to establish that. But we 
shall only quote from Mr. DcCosmos' 
own unwilling testimony before the Com- 
mis.sion — testimony that was wrung from 
him by the Chief Justice whilst scalding 
tcara chased eadi otder down the cheeks 
of the -vvitness.

Hence, all that I can do, will bo 
to t!iko specimens of ore with me, aud 
open the way for capitalists to take stock 

or purchase 

■ Please answer as soon as possible, stat- 
ing on what condition I can purchase, and 
on what terms you will allow me to dis- 
pose of or sell the mine.

(Signed) A. DeCosmos. 

The "Homo business" proved to be the 
drj-dook matter. Further on in his evi- 
dence Mr. DoGoamos said:

Imray on Bosario Chaimel. 

It is evident that if Imray wrote that 
the "discovery of Eosario Channel" has 
exploded the idea before prevalent that 
Son Juan Island commands the entrance 
to Eraser River ha knew nothing of 
the subject he had taken up. Bosario 
Channel is not a recent discovery. Its 
existence is mentioned in the oldest 
charts extant. Moroover, it is narrower 
than Haro Strait, wiuda through lui archi- 
pelago of ishinds that tbo San Juan uwiird 
placed in the haudH of tlie AmoricatiH, 
and a vessel visiting it would be singular- 
ly exposed to a raking fire from either 
shore at a distance of not more than one 
milo iind a half from the centre of the 
oliiiunol. Haro Strait wns discovered long 
after liosario Strait, ia • from five to six 
miltia iu width, and a British vessel pass- 
ing through it would be aubj'-ct only to n 
lire from the San Juan side, Vancouver 
Island being in the hands of Great Bri- 
tain. Our Westminster contemporary 
grasps at a straw when bo quotes Imray, 
who, to judge from the quotation be- 
fore us, must bo a very unreliable pilot. 
We would advise sailors to "steer clear ' 
of him and his book.

A favorable reception of 
the ptoposals by Eussia is impossible 
in consequence of the increaao of 
jjopular exiiitemonfc at the hiiigimgo of 
the English press, whicli has of lale 
boon distrustful and jealous of Russia. 

London, Ool. 16.— The "Times," in 
a leading editorial, says the conduct 
of Russia makes it certain that if Tur- 
key doesn't nocept the proposils of 
the powers Kiissin will intorveno. The 
crisis is an anxious one. We soom to have 
reached a poaitiou iu which six ■weeks 
will decide an issue of more' moment 
to Europe than any which has arisen 
since the great wars at the comnienct3- 
ment of tho century. Russia's refusal 
of live mouths ariniatice is to be con- 
demned, but the torte -would be ex- 
tromoly unwxoo' to receive a shorter 
armistice. Bussian rulers have, we 
foar, detorminod to yield much more 
and Russia may be soon at tho mercy 
of the storm .she has raised. 'Tis not 
too late to keep Russia back. If an y 
country oaa thus save the world from 
a tremendous- war it is Germany. She 
has power to compel acceptanoo at 
least of a trace. It depends ou Prince 
Bismarck whether the power is to be 
used. Let him only say that Germany 
will not poruiit Russia to plant herself 
on the Danube, and the .Csar will find 
means to stop the Solavohio entnusiixsm 
which is carrying him and tho wholo 
world to war. No State has more at 
stake than Germany. The occupation 
of Bulgaria by Russia would make 
the Danube from its mouth to Belgrade 
a Bussian stream. To keep the naviga- 
tion of tile str'd'ain which ia as much 
necessary for Germany as for Austria, 
by. a single word liistimvok may save 
Europe from calamities compared with 
which tboso of his own wars soom 
slight. His responsibility is as great 
as his power. 

London, Oct. 1(5. — Tho Daily J^<iw^ ha^ 
a tipec)al from Belgrade which says Servia 
Is willing' to accept the status quo provid- 
ed the Turks give guarantees for the pro- 
per govorumont of Bosnia, but Scrria 
will not consent to any armistice longer 
than Dec. ;!l3t. If that is rejected now, 
she docs not hind herself to accept it at 
any future time, and the prospect of an 
armistice or peace is not tlattering. 

Pahis, Get. If) —The Vienna correspon- 
dent of Lo Tcaii::; reports that tho King of 
Oreoco in (Njnversiition with Count An- 
draesy declared, while Ii-i desired peace, 
ho foltconipoUed to put tho army of 
Greece on a war fooling in view of the 
exciting state of atfairs, and eapeoially of 
the condition of tho Roumanian army. 

ViKNKA, Oct. Kj-Tlio Ta'jblait of this 
oity announces positively that tho issue 
of rt national Servian loan of -lOii.OOO.OOO 
roubles has boon agreed upon atLevidia. 

Pakis, Oct. 1(1 —The Tcmpa published 
a summary w Inch il bciiovoa to bo an ao- 
curato copy of Priiica Gortaoliakoff s cir- 
ciilar to tUo Russian reprasoutalives 
abroad in reply to Turkey's offer of a six 
months' armi.-itico. Prince Gort^ohakoff 
points out that no dur.djle po,'i'.;o cnuLl 
proceed from the Turkish propns il. Ser- 
via and Montenegro eoiihl not be expect- 
ed to remain so long in a critical condi- 
tion. Ho ooiiolniles with the statement 
that Russia is disposed to insist on an 
armiatioo of a month or six weeks, wliich 
might ho extended if the progre-ss of ne- 
gotiations roudored it necessary. 

Londo.v, Oct. ].()— Tlio Times' i'aris eor- 
rospondeiit points to the fact that this is 
tho Ih-st time Russia has clearly accejited 
solidarity with Servia and Montenegro, 
and itdvised thom to reject the Turkish 
propositions. She has accepted the rs- 
sponsihility of such refusal. 

A dispiitch from Berlin, dated Sunday 
ovoiiing, aunouncos that Russia's ohjec- 
tioiiH to tho Turkish proposals are staled 
in a column article, tho tone of wliiidt in- 
dicates a desire for negotiations. Tliero 
seems to be no danger of immediate col- 
lision. 

LoNDOV, Oct. 16.— Tho Pall Mall Oa- 
zc/fe this afternoon has a strong loading 
articln on RuBsia's position. It says it 
believes the Porte will and ought to re- 
gard tho idteruative doniiuul for a short 
armistice as a proposal of an almost uii- 
disguisod belligerent seeking military ad- 
vantage, rather than of a mediator sin- 
eoroly desiring poaco, and as such will 
and ouglit to reject it. It believes it 
would 1)0 moro weakness on tho part of 
tho powers to admit Russia's demand. To 
urge tho Porte to accojit Ihoso demands 
is not only a hopeless cguae, but one 
which no independent power of Europe 
can adopt without loss of self respoist and 
Avithout risk of bo(;oming tho tool of di- 
plomutio trickery. It hopes tho English 
governmont will withdraw from diploma- 
tio attonipta which aro too jilainly expos- 
ed to frustration by disguised or enforced 
hostility. It says if wo withdraw from 
interorence at tl)i8 point nothing worse 
can happen than it we go further into no- 
gotiatioHH HO hopoloHs of good results. It 
is with an almost inexpressible shame 
that wo read, and know that nil I'hiro|)e 
will road, tho abject on tre'aly of our leading 
journal to Prince Bismarck to save 'J'urkisy 
and all mankind from tho terrible Musco- 
vite. With what scorn will this bo read 
by tho Itufisian war party. Wo may rely 
on it tliiil Princo Bismarck will tlo what 
ho thinks good for tho empire in his keexi- 
iug, and it may ho ho thinks Russia ut 
war with Tui^key, rather a desirable ovon-

London, Oct. 17.— A telegram from 
Bucluirust announces tliat a coiiTontion 
has boon ooneludiHl botwoeu tho Itonma- 
nian and Russian liailway Co., by which 
tho former uudortakes to hold iu readi- 
ness, at tho disposal ol Russia, suflioient 
trains to transport 4,000 troops daily.
